THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


We have received s-, copy of the an- 


nual report of General Albert J. Myer, 
Chief Signal Officer, aia it is a very in- 
teresting ;ixhitjit of the 
< operations 


of the service v during the'year just 
closed. 
It 'shows that daring the 


past year the course of drill and in- 
struction in military signalling and tel- 
egraphy, meteorology and other signal 
service duties at tho school of instruction 
and practice at Fort Whipple, Va., has 
been improved by useful additions. 


An examination of the daily forecast 


or indications as to the accuracy of the 
preonnouncemcnts of the state of the 
weather shows an average percentage of 
90.7, per'ceilt Verified. A* minute analy- 
sis of the 'same forecast and a careful 
comparison with the weather and the 
instrumental changes afterwards 
oc- 


curring within the time and within the 
district to which each forecast has had 
reference has given uu average per- 
centage of Accuracy ot 8&.6 per cent. 
An average of 90 per cent to follow this 
comparison is also believed to be attain- 
able. 


Since the date of the last annual re- 


port a railway bulletin service on rail- 
ways has been established in co-opera- 
tion with the Signal Office. The differ- 
ent railway companies receive at the 
time of the midnight report nnd by tele- 
graph a copy of the report which is dis- 
tributed under supervision of tho super- 
intendents of tho railway telegraphs to 
designated stations along the lines. 
Thirty-six railways with 11 total of 1,212 
stations, ore now co-operating in this 
service. The reports when received are 
bulletined. Tho display of cautionary 
day and night signals by flags and lights 
upon the lakes aiid the great ports ol 
the United States, upon the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts has been made system- 
atically on occasions of supposed espec- 
ial danger at ninety-four different sea 
and lake ports and cities. There were 
added on January 1, 1878, to the display 
of day and night signals at tho ports 
which had been "cautioniry" alone up 
to that date, the display by day or night 
of tlie "cautionary off shore signal," in- 
dicating that, while winds might be 
high and there might be danger, the 
winds to follow were expected to blow 
"offshore." It is of important utility 
in the management and for the safety ol 
vessels to be thus preadvised ns to com- 
iug winds. The adopting of this signal 
—first made, so far as is known, at the 
ports of the United States—has much 
increased the usefulness of the service. 
Of the total number of cautionary sig- 
nals thus displayed 80.1 per cent have 
afterward been reported of justified. In 
the cabtfl reported us failures of justifica- 
tion following the display the wind die 
not attain at the place of display a vi 
olence held to justify it. No great storm 
has swept over any considerable number 
of the ports of the United States uithoni 
preannonnccment.

says:—"The co-operation of Hcieiiti&i 
men, at homo and abroad, has been con 
tinned.

A New Mining 
Law. 


We publish the following text of a bill 


Colorado papers" say Con- 


gressman Belford has drafted for the 
purpose of introducing it at the neit 
session of Congress, that miners and 
others interested may have opportunity 
to criticise it and suggest amendments: 
"Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled. 


"That hereafter any person desirous 


of prospecting and exploring the public 
domain of the United States for the dis- 
covery of deposits of gold nnd silver 
bearing ore, which do not ontcrop or 
appear on the surface, may locate a 
mining claim' fifteen hundred feet in 
length and six hundred feet in width, 
which location sh'all bo made by mark- 
ing the boundaries of the same >on the 
surface of the ground by at least six 
substantial stakes, ond at each corner of 
tho claim and one at the centre of each 
side line. 


"After the making of said location, 


the party making tho same shall have 
ninety days within which to expose and 
define tho mineral deposit, which mny 
be done cither by the sinking of a dis- 
covery shaft, or by an open cut, cross, 
cut or tunnel. If within said period of 
ninety days, ho shall fail to expose said 
mineral deposit, his location shall be 
void, and the claim so located shall be 
open to relocation ia the same manner 
ai if no location of the samo had ever 
been made. 


"No person discovering a mineral de- 


posit under this act shall have tho right 
to follow it beyond tho point where it 
is intersected by the exterior lines of 
the claim; nor shall any person under 
this act be allowed to locate a second 
claim in tho same mining district, until 
he has perfected his title to tho first 
located claim by on exposure of tho 
mineral deposit therein in the manner 
above set forth and by recording the 
same as required by law. 


"Provided, this act shall not apply to 


mining claims on veins or lodes of 
qunrtz foucd between well-defined walls 
of rock in place."

Parkinson's Sentence. 


On Saturday evening last Judge Hill- 


yoi, of the U. S. District Court, at Car- 
son, sentenced Dor.coii Parkinson to a 
flue of $500 and costs for illegal voting 
registration. In passing sentence the 
Judge said: 


There is a disposition'iu this country 


to lightly treat offenses against the 
elective .franchise. Such offenses sap 
tho very foundation of govc.ntnent, and 
the public sentiment which heeds them 
lightly could not bo too severely con- 
demned. 
I have no sympathy with 


those who impugned tho motives of the 
prosecuting attorney. He hus done his 
whole duty as required by law. Mr. 
Parkinson here sprung up and remark- 
ed, "Judge, for God sake spare mo and 
soutcnco mo; don't lecture me this way, 
but sentence mo at once." 
Hero the 


defendant walked up and down the 
room terribly agitated for several min- 
utes, pro.luoe I quite a sensation in the 
court. The conrt told him to be seated, 
and his counsel, Gen. Clarke, endeav- 
ored to calm him. Tho court continued: 
"If you had beou allowed to go on the 
stand to prove your registration in 1855, 
you \4onld have been confronted by 
your admission of a naturalization in 
1851. There could have been no nat- 
uralization in 1851, as there were no 
courts in existence in California at that 
time. I have no hesitation in saying 
that I believe yon guilty. Yon are a 
man of intelligence, nnd your violation 
of tho law is deliberate and inexcusable. 
The fact that you have gray hairs and a 
family is a proper subject for Executive 
clemency to take into consideration and 
I should rightly leave it with the Gov- 
ernor in case ho should bo appealed to.
